One Ernest Eymer, Seci'etary of the Young Pioneers of 
/jnerica, Philadelphia Branch, 219 South 5th. Street, affords the folic .v- 
ing inforiiation. He states that there are at present enroute to Washiiig- 
ton about 150 children from the textile centers of Massachusetts, fro;.: 

New York City, New Haven and Bridgeport, Connecticut, from Pittsburgh 
and Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and from V.'ilmington, Delav^ire. The 
delegations from other than Philadelj^hia and Wilmington are supposed t 
have already started for T/ashington in privately owned cars, or whatever 
transiDortation was obtadnable, some of them probably coming by truck.
